in going over rough surface. They 
are lashed with rawhide.

Dress “Light” on Polar Journey. 
The great enemy of men on the 
trail is not so much cold as damp- 
ness caused by exertion, dampness 
which collects in tents and sleeping 
bags at night. Damp clothing and 
sleeping bags mean cold and bodily 
misery, if not actual danger. 


All. polar expeditions have faced 
this problem, and it has never been 
er’ overcome, but experience 
has shown that with proper precau- 
tions wet clothing can be avoided to 
a large extent.

warm air has been: expelled and the 
bag is cold. Then the air should be 
forced out of the bag from the bot- 
tom toward the top. -In this way it 
has been found that the bag ae be 
kept fairly dry, although: it is still | 
necessary at: times to turn ‘it: inside 
out and air it in the sun. 


Sun Is Quickly Effective. 


The sun will even dry things hung 
sutside the tent at night, for it must 
be remembered. that, except .for a 
brief time at the beginning of the 
journey, the sun will be ‘shining 
twenty-four hours a. day. in. clear 
weather. And its rays are quite suf: 
ficient even in cold weather to cause 
rapid evaporation. ‘ 

The only or difficulty in using 
sleeping bags is that the warmth. of 
the body causes them to get wet on 
the bottom, where they rest on the 
canvas bottom of the tent, which is 
on top of the snow. To prevent this 
as much as possible, a mat made of 
thin boards, a sort of ply wood used 
in airplanes and fastened together 
by webbing, is used. Experiments 
have shown that it not only pre- 
vents moisture getting’ into the bag 
from below, but that it seems to 
make the bag warmer. 

Living on the trail is a constant 
struggle against cold and “Gatapneeh, 
and it can be seen. that only .the 
greatest care and thorough. yar 
tion will prevent suffering. It is be- 
lieved, however. that with changes 
of clothing, both inside and outside. 
clothing, proper care of footgear and 
of the sleeping bag, much of the dis- 
comfort of a long sledging journey 
can be avoided. 

Fortified by Calory Munitions. 


The most important thing on the 
trail is. food and the greatest traii 
problem is to,.carry enough food so 
as to give a well-balanced and suf- 
ficient ration. 

Too often the rations carried by 
polar explorers have been deficient in 
quantity or in nutritive value, for 


peratures. quickly reduce men's 
stamina, and if their food runs low 
they wear out quickly. If a tragedy 
does not result, it is only after the 
gteatest suffering that they manage 
to regain their base.

Stove Based on “Nansen’s. 

The meals on_the trail are cooked 
in a stove which is a modification of 
Dr. Nansén’s famous Cooker and 
which was made by Master Technical 
Sergeant Victor Czegka. - It is called 
the Nansen-Czegka Cooker and will 
cook a meal for six men easily. It is 
built ‘dround a -two-birner -primus | f 
stove which burns gasoline. 

It consists of a centre pot over the 
burners, which is’ filled with snow. 
The heat passes up the sides of the 
centre pot between it and a ring pot 
until stopped by a top pot, which 
acts as a cover and also contains 
snow. . After hitting. the. bottom. of 
this top pot, the heat passes over

At breakfast, the oatmeal is eaten 
with milk made from milk powder 
and then tea is made and put into 
the vacuum jug to be used at the 
noonday halt.

and a piece of chocolate. The eve- 
ning drink will probably be malted 
milk or chocolate, instead of tea, 
most of the time.

Described as an elabora- 
tion of an understanding between 
the two countries. governing the 
flight of’ American aircraft into 
Canada, ‘which has been extended 
from time to time for periods of six 
months since 1920, it. consolidates 
previous understandings and places 
them on a permanent basis. 


Text of Arrangement. 
The text of the arrangement is as 


follows: 

Article 1. All State aircraft 
other than military,..naval,,cus- 
toms and police aircraft shall be 
treated as civil aircraft and as 
such shall be subject to the re- 
quirements hereinafter provided 
for civil aircraft.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Nov. 6. 
—Today is the sixtieth birthday of 
intercollegiate football, which will be 
celebrated at Rutgers. .-On Nov. 6, 
1869, Rutgers and Princeton met on 
what is now College Field, New 
Brunswick, in the first collegiate 
football game ever played. Rutgers 
won, 6 to 4, a goal counting one 
point. It had been previously agreed

Mistaken Identity.

‘church at Shenandoah. Pa., because there wasn’t any 
Russian church in Mahanoy City (or Gorman’s) in 
1885. My father attended the christening,.and, as is — 
a Russian custom at affairs of this sort, he placed ‘a 
‘$2 bill on the plate which is passed around the table 
‘for the benefit of the child and is to be his start imlife. 
This is ancther statement to which Quinn objected 
as untrue. Perhaps somebody held out on him. I don't 
pretend to know about that. 

-“‘Quinn’s name in Russian is spelled Pajkosz;and.is. 
pronounced ‘pie-kosh.’- Picus is the Anglicized form 
of spelling. Quinn had a stepsister living in McAdoo, 
Pa., which is about five miles from Hazelton, and 
perhaps this explains why some record books list him 
as born in Hazelton. 

“When ‘Pajkosz or ’Picus or Quinn was about 3 years 
old, his parents , moved from Gorman’s and settled in 
St. Clair, which is about a five-minute motor drive 
from Pottsville.’ Pa.’ You must admit that a man 
around 44 years of age can’t remember much about 
what happened when. he was 3 years old, and since 
Jack grew up around Pottsville, he naturally adopted 
that city.as his birthplace.

Finance Offers Graduates Large 
Opportunities, ‘Says Stock 
Exchange Head. 





TECHNICAL MEN NEEDED 


Expansion ‘of Business in Financial 
Fields Widens Demand for 
‘Developed Minds. 





PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 5.— 
That specialization in financial ac- 
tivities has become more and more 
necessary and presents an. almost 
unique opportunity for. young men 
entering financial work with a sound 
college training and a ~illingness to 
work and to Jearn, is the. opinion of 
Edward H. H. Simmons, president 
of the New York Stock Exchange. 

Mr. Simmons’s views on ‘‘The Col- 
lege- Graduate and American Fi- 
nance’ were sought by the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania’s Placement Ser- 
vice and are incorporated in an 
article on that subject which he has 
contributed to the current issue of 
The University Placement Review, a 
magazine published quarterly by the 
Placement Service. 

“In recent years,””’ Mr, Simmons 
wrote, ‘‘there has been a more and 
more close connection between aca- 
demic education and the work of 
American finance, The day was 
when little or no such contact ex- 
isted. In Wall Street the college 
graduate was apt’ to be considered 
i very competently informed on an- 


ticularly prepared to undertake any 
particular financial work. 

“The result. was that the university 
graduate. who came to Wall Street 
was: forced to begin Lis education 
again. As’a -rule, college training 
stood the financial neophyte in good 
stead. He was ‘accustomed to study 
and master new problems; and his 
more highly trained mind could, as 
a rule, more adequately .grasp_ the 
| broad social and economic aspects of 
financial, activity. The result was 
that the,,field = finance has right 
alonz afforded. many careers for col- 
lege men.

who come to Wall Street to. enter | 
finance as a permanent career arc 
usually under the necessity of learn- , 
in> detail and routine before they | 
can expect to be entrusted with more | 
responsible work. 

“On the other hand. American fi- | 
nance in practically all its branches | 
has experienced enormous expansion |; 
during the last few years, and the 
financial field today offers vastly 
more opportunities to trained minds 
than ever before. 

“At the -beginning, this. perhaps 
makes Wall Street a more confusing 
place than it: formerly was because 
of the greater complexity of its or- 
ganization. Nevertheless, American 
finance itself has been quick to re- 
alize its own néed of trained intel- 
ligence to carry on successfully even 
its daily operations. 

“The result has been that more 
and more.efforts have. been made to 
assist the college graduate in find- 
ing his nilace in the financial -centre. 
As yet these efforts are rather the- 
oretical, and have’ been largely con- 
fined to the establishment of courses 
of practical study. But it is also 
true that the leadin= financial insti- 
tutions have established extensive 
personnel departments to serve as 
clearing houses for skilled as. well.as 
unskilled financia’ help. 

Help Extended by Colleges. 

“The colleges on their part have 
also responded to the clear need of 
more definitely prepared students to 
understand the modern world in 
which they must live. Every year a 
wider variety of economic courses is 
incluced in the curricula of our lead- 
ing educational institutions, and 
also this theoretical instruction is 
more and ‘more ‘associating its char- 
acter and its direction with the prac- 
tical work of Wall Street. 

“This means that the college stu- 
dent of tv can obtain during his 
college yea.: a much more definite 
and serviceable knowledge of finance 
than was ble in his father’s day, 
even if such college instruction does 
not still constitute any royal road to 
financial careers.

The_ total rosuction: for North 
America for e first nine months 
was 3,234;614-tons; against 2,693,076 
for the same. period last year, an 
average production increase on this 
continent of 9 per cent. 


Estimate for the Year. 


The Newsprint Service Bureau has 
madé an estimate of 4,415,000 tons as 
the total production in North Amer- 
ica for the entire year. This would 
compare with 4,043,780 tons_last year, 
an increase of over 271,000 tons. 

If, instead of the 9 per cent in- 
crease presniios during 1929, . the 
year 1930 should show only a 5 per 
cent increase, making allowance for 
a slight decline in the upward trend 
of business'in the United States, Can- 
ada’s chief customer, there would be 
an. increase in output for next year 
of 220,000 tons. ith an addition 
of 750 tons daily through the’ irstai- 
lation of new machines at the Mer- 
sey, Dalhousie and Buckingham 
mills, the increaséin output would 
be much more than sufficient. to ab- 
sorb the increase in new machines, 
as this will not average anything like

Late in ‘October the Canadian mills 
were operating at about &6 per cent 
of capacity, on the basis.of the News- 
print Institute rating, the highest 
reached this year.
